Hhen 
we switched to the laser printer, there were 
basically only two type sizes we could choose. One 
(the one we are using) is substantially smaller than 
ou forner print size; the other was much larger. He 
wanted to keep the sane number of articles in Image 
af the same number of pages, so we chose the smaller 
e size.

A Cure for Tapeworss 


The new tape eb | has been an unqualified success, 
From January 9 (when I took over tape-copying) to 
February 26, the average turn-around tine for tape 
request (from the date of postmark to the date of 
return} was over six weeks. Since February 27 (yzhen 
the new policy took effect) that tine has dropped to 
less than two weeks, Moreover, if I only count those 
tape requests that conformed strictly fo policy, the 
tine drops to about eight dayst But not all is se

tape copying effectively ended May i2 instead of Ha 
23. That means if you have sent us a tape request an 
have not ere it back by now, it probably won’t be 
copied until the end of summer, If you want your tape 
back before then (uncopied of course), let us know 
and we'll mail it back. 
Also, a number of sais tae are starting to abuse the 
systen. On sig 13, received a nunser of tape 
recuests from the Dallas- Fort Horth area that were 
ali in the same ¢ of envelope, contained the sane 
brand of tape, and that were requesting Hokuto no Ken 
tapes- consecutively numbered, yett Only one of the 
tapes was sent in by a subscriber, sao I suspect he’s 
the ringleader of this whole thing and is eg 
his nonsubscriber buddies to get extra tapes. About 
two weeks later (after the deadiine had passed}, 1 
ot two tapes from New York pulling the same stunt- 
e tapes were sent from different people but had the 
same handwriting on the envelope? How dumb do these 
ople think I an? ; 
is kind of thing can happen because our cape policy 
stipulates that we will e copies for anytody, not 
jus subscribers. So there is nothing to 5 op people 
ron sending in multiple requests under friends’ 
names (or even using fictitious names). There were a 
er of possible ways to deal with this problen, 
but also a severe constraint: we could not, in any 
way, charge for tape copies- including making people 
subscribe to the newsletter to get copies. This would 
get us blacklisted by the C/FO. Our solution to the 
problen is to make eee ole for registered nenbers 
Panine. Membership in Panime (as opposed te 
subscriptions to Image) is free. To becone a Panime 
member (subscribers are already senbers 
automatically}, send in a 3x9 index card with your 
name, address, favorite shows, age, and phone nunse. 
You must include your age if you intend to request 
copies of Crean Lemon or other adult animne- we wil 
no longer knowingly send copies of such material to 
Minors- and if you intend to request copies of adult 
anine you must write your legal signature next fe 
your, e, The information on the card must be 
and wr 


iften (for obvious peasons). Present 
sosemibers “are “eximpt-fromn these additional 
requirements until their subscriptions come for 


renewal. But be forewarned that we will no ager 
make any — for anyone who doesn’t have a member 
card on file and that we will not make copies of 
tapes J19, J25, or J36 for anyone who does not have 
their and signature on their member card. We af 
Panine have pretty liberal ideas about censorship, 
but we’re not about to go to jail form then. 

Om present e policy expires May 23 and we ame 
printing here the new tape policy, which goes into 
effect May 24 and expires December 31. It is 
essentially the same as the old policy except for a 
few minor changes and a major addition, that of “spec 
Sore This idea was suggested by Randall and _cane 
from Gene Chin, who is also a Panine member.

come into play? Well, there’s a breed of manga you 
won't see nen tioned im an eee edi toriai- Sone 
call it X-manga, It’s sex and violence in it’s purest 
distillation. It makes the harshest American 
underground comix look like something from the 
Goldkey line. It even got mentioned on the front page 
of the Wall Street Journal. And it’s shat I's here 
talk about today. 
linlike the standard nanga, x-manga seems to attract 
some of the best eticte: in the conic field. Just th 
isn’t exactly clear. Maybe it’s the phates sues’ 
matter, though regular comics aren’ hoenanwey, kt 
for their heavy-handed censorship. Maybe Ss 
schedule- a lot of these books run on 2 a 
basis, and that means more time between deadlines. It 
could be the money, since these books can run By i 
or wore, a lot more than conventional manga, 
of that might translate into higher wages. And then 
there’s the format- high-quality covers, frequent 
surprises like full-color posters, and the occasional 


full-color issue, Whatever it is, it dpaws some of 
the newest and wildest talents in the manga world and 
keeps then there, month after nonth. 
Introductions to some of the better x-manga artists 
are probably in order, since this might be your onl 
chance to meet then. Some have alrea y had an imp2c 
on the anine maetpst and others may sometime soon. 
Most of these artists are taken fron the Tee of 
Lewon People magazine, since it’s available on a 
fairly regular basis here in the States. in 
dition to their considerable ability, these ee 
have distinguished themselves by doing stories with 
gen sting other than bisexual beauties in sailor 
suits 
Rei Aran: Rei’s style has a lot of long necks, sharp 
noses, and sharp chins. det ne fans may be familiar 
with his style if they’ve seen the “Iczer 1” OAV 
features, since the story was based on an original 
work in Lemon People magazine and Mr. Aran is 
responsible for the character designs in those films. 
Characters narked with a tattoo om birthmark around 
the eye, like Sepia and Cobalt, are classic Rei Aran 
designs. He has even caricatured himself as one of 
the ill-fated crew of Spaceship Fuji (at the 
left-hand side of the main controls), and the design 
he uses for Nagisa’s sneer t also a Epo in two of 
his other stories. One of his earlier works, “The 
Town of Halloween II," is a steamy horror tale done 
in a watercolor style Preniniscent of Matt Kagner’s 
“Mage.” Currently, he has the monthly necha punch- 
‘em-up strip of “Galaxy Police Patoraiza 3° runni 
in Lemon People. It's difficult to say withou 
translating the strip, but at times it seems like the 
chapters are being run out of sequence. Either that, 
* for the last nine months two mecha have been 
sues it out while a fiendish pair rapes a friend 
e pilot. Though the Pape-revenge wotivation is 
: accepted if not universally loved staple of 
adventure wh he the pacing of this story makes 
death by dehydration a more likely fate far the two 
fiends than 5 publ stomped on by a mecha. World Conics 
in Japan deed ished at least two collections of 
i Apan’s to date, including one of the Galaxy 
Police strips, and the new video release “Nakyoo 
Gaiden: Radius” features his character designs. His 
wrk also appears fron time to time in the x- a 
monthly Puspkin and his next book, Notice, is ready 
for release, 
Senno Knife: In terns of line ap el 27-year old Knife 
(sonetines written “Naifu™) a abou @ 
cleanest pretty-girl style aroun His little 
ink-haired girls with long bangs and heart-shaped 
aces romp with leather-clad neo-Nazis that night 
have jumped out of “Kiss of the Spider Homan.” His 
characters cover a fairly wide pange, inc ludi a 
Mermaid who wants to be a nornal irl (a la e 
rk Mermaid), Little Lemi the Witch Child, Lemi’s 
white-clad wit tch superiors, the bad little witch 
ee eke ninja skills and a web-spinning ability 
at would make old Spidey blush, and the lesbian

Meinu: Of all the Western artists, I’d have to say 
Meimu’s style to Moebius. He builds up textured areas 
with hundreds of little lines that gives his work 
that grainy look. Meimu is somewhat unusual among 
x-Manga artists in that he rarely, if ever, eruies to 
the usual antics of schoolgirls being raped by men 
monsters, and machines. He cg a lot of aE set 
in ancient, mystic ree with kinono- rae cuties, 
Either Meimu is so highly respected that he doesn’t 
have to do the typical schoolgirl romps in a book 
otherwise devoted to then, or he has become respected 
because he refuses to lower himself to that level, 
Because of Meinu’s approach to the subject hatter, it 
would come as little surprise to discover that he’ 
is actually a wonan, though the genre seems alnost 


exclusively male. The quality of his work is highly 
variable. At times his watercolors proach the 
precision of a wood block print while a a ae his 
inking is ae Scratchy and his backgrounds barren. 
Gig cathe People is running Meimu’s series 
“Powered TE ia and at least two collections of 
his work have been published by World Conics- $ilk 
Screen and Fancy. 
Che Gohkin: Cho Gohkin specializes in air-brushed 
horror tales. His style is very sinilar to that of 
Richard Corben, and is about as renoved fron the 
traditional manga styles as you can get. I haven't 
seen much work by this artist in black-and-white, but 
he seens to make the transition fron color better 
that Corben does. His subject matter is pretty nuch 
standard Western horror fare- zombies, yampires, and 
knife-wielding fiends. This wight be a treat to 
Japanese readers who’ve had if up to their e eyeballs 
with retold Japanese legends, but it’s usuail 
other way around for those weaned on Western chow. 
repenent a Gohkin has some fondness for the 
ess brew B arrynore, and at least one character in 
the tales “Cat’s Nails,” “Vampire on 3th Street,” and 
“Friends” bears a distinct likaness to her. In a tine 
when no one puts a Stephen King film together without 
her, I guess we’re supposed to take her appearance as 
sone sort of Horror Seal of approval. Cho uchkin 15 a2 
regular contributor to the Lenon People full-color 
speciais and Ais work has aiso eae in Big Baso. 
So there you have it, a few of Manga masters who 
may never make if to ‘the States. Their work might not 
appeal to everyone, but if underground conix, 
x-anine, of x-Manga ae your bag then you wight want 
to look these folks up.
